The 
people in the occupied territory viewed with indifference the oc- 
cupation of their country by a foreign power but in Berlin a 
violent protest has gone up. 


The Ebert government has announced that it will continue 


a strong campaign against the Ruhr district Communists despite 
the French demand that the Reichwehr be called out of neutral 
territory. The Reichwehr continues to make progress in driv- 
ing back the Communist army in the vicinity of Essen.

Forcible Seizure of Land Understand- 


able, but to Be Regretted •• Mak- 


ing a Precedent to Justify 


Dishonesty. 


Article XIX. 


By FRANK COMERFORD. 


An examination of Russia, the pa- 


tient, just before the treatment was 
etartexl, reveals several findings which 
ore necessary to complete the history 
iind phjslcnl examination. 


Russia wns 78 per cent lllltoiate. 


This means that nearly four-fifths of 
the people in Russia could not read 
or write. It does not mean that they 
could not think. There Is as great a 
difference between Illiteracy and in- 
telligence aa there is between Illiteracy 
and Ignorance. I nave met many Rus- 
sian peasants who rould not rend or 
write, who had good native minds, 
genuine power of reasoning—home- 
spun thinkers. 
The head of Russia 


had not been trained, but it was not 
empty. 


There are many reasons for the Il- 


literacy of the great majority of Rus- 
e!op people. The autocratic state was 
the principal conspirator against the 
Russian people getting an education. 
The autocrats knew that Ignorance Is 
the greatest Insurance against up- 
risings, the greatest sedative to keep 
the slave from complaining. 
The 


Church 
In 
Russia, 
the 
Orthodox 


Church, was used to keep the light 
from the people. 
The czar was the 


"Little Father," the divine agent of 
God on earth, and the "Unholy Synod" 
of the Russian Church bowed, not be- 
fore the Christ, but bent low before 
the czar. 
They betrayed Christ, even 


as they betrayed the sons and daugh- 
ters of men, their own blood, the Rus- 
sian peasants and tollers. 


Religion Their Only Solace. 


Tho people of Russia held firmly 


to their faith In God. 
The rest and 


ease their faith gave them was the 
only comfort they had. In moments 
of intense religious communion they 
were lifted out of themselves and for 
seconds forgot their burdens. These 
seconds were long spaces of relief, 
green spots in the endless desert waste 
of life. 


How Christ must have wept when fcK 


witnessed the "Holy Synod," the 
monkish rascals, with their sacrilegious 
Icons, silencing the protests of souls, 
throttling the cry for freedom, by 
quoting 
In 
hi.s name 
thnt those 


who Buffered most here would be high- 
est In heaven. 
A blasphemy, a cor- 


ruption of the Lowly One, who used 
the word brotherhood to define equal- 
ity, 
and the fatherhood of God to ex- 


press the justice that man owed to 
man. 


It was agreed by and between the 


Holy Synod and the czars that the 
Russian worshipers of God must not 
know how to read or write his name. 
So It wns that the orthodox church 
of Russia used religion to Insult God 
and hold his creatures In bondage. It 
was the only great church in the 
world thnt did not provide praver 
books for its members. 
It was ar- 


gued that If the people had prayer 
book* they would learn to read, and 
if they read the Christ message on the 
Sabbath they might read other strange 
nnd dangerous books on Monday and 
Tuesday and the other dajs of the 
\\eek. 
They might misuse their abil- 


ity to read, and read things like the 
American Declaration of Independ- 
ence. 
The churches of the Byzantine 


painted the story of religion on the 
side of Its walls. They gave the peo- 
ple tin education by the picture book 
inelhod we use for children before 
they have reached the kindergarten 
age. 


Bolshevism Officially Launched. 


The birth certificate of bolshevistn 


was issued on November 10. 1917

Councils of Workingmen's, Soldiers 
and Peasants' Deputies decrees the 
form of the administration of the 
country, PENDING THE MEETING 
OF THE CONSTITUENT ASSEM 
BLY.

the Council of People's Commission 
ers. 
The administration of the .Indi- 


vidual branches of state life Is to he 
entrusted to boairts, tht> composition 
of which is to secure the uirryins oui 
of the program proclaimed by the con 
gress in close contact with the organ 
Izntions of workers, snilois, soldiers 
peasants and employees.

This was the first promise the bol- 


hevlk leaders made to the- Russians. 
They broke It. It has never been fill- 
lied. In the constitution and decrees 
f the soviet government they have 
rlert to explain, excuse and condone 
his breach of promise. 
I'alrly In- 


erpreted, all they have said In de- 
ense of this abuse of power, this vlo- 
atlon of trust. Is In substance: "It 
vas necessary to dissolve the Constl- 
tient Assembly; It might have Inter- 
'eied with our plans; It might have 
eopnrdlzed soviet government." What 
•Ight did they have to think, act, and 
leclde for the people any more than 
he c?ar had? 
In speeches and writings Lenlne and 


Trotzky have since In a veiled way 
suggested that the peasants elected 
nembers of the middle class to 
represent 
th«m 
Instead of 
peas- 


mts. What of It? If 
the peas- 


uits make mistakes they will learn 
and profit by their mistakes. They 
cannot become Independent until they 
get a chance to exercise Independence. 
No man can get muscle by letting an- 
other fellow use the dumbbells. The 
luasians—peasants, 
workers 
and 


bourgeolse—are all human beings, and 
a government, to be democratic, must 
be, as Lincoln put it, "of the people, 
'or the people end by the people." A 
government that Is afraid of the Influ- 
nce and power of three or four per 
cent of the people Isn't able to live, 
#nd It doesn't deserve to. 


Gladly Obeyed Lenlne. 


Lenlne Issued his famous order, 


"Peasants, seize the land." This com- 
mand was obeyed with great enthusi- 
asm. 
They forgot all about freedom 


nnd 
the 
constitutional convention. 


They understood what land meant, 
they had been taught that by being de- 
nied It 
They knew little about 


political phrases and framework. The 
order to seize the land tore from the 
serfs their heaviest chains. 
Lenlne 


became their liberator—his was the 
voice that said "seize the land." 
Probably the peasants would have 
done it anyway. Disorder and unrest 
had destroyed all respect for property 
rights. 
Property,rights had a differ- 


ent meaning fn Russia than elsewhere : 
property rights meant the right to 
bent human beings, to buy and sell 
serfs. Tet the fact that Lenlno had 
uttered the words made them reverence 
and respect him, even as.ji man will 
be thankful to one who hns told him 
to be careful ofj Bjhole In the side- 
walk", notwithstanding" the fact he has 
already seen it. sBolshevIsm started 
with great popularity. This was the 
secret of ft. 
4 


Of course the order to seize the 


land,,nil land, was based on the Idea 
thnt the owners* of land held title by 
and through tlielr own wrongful con- 
duct. God had made the ground and 
sunshine, and those who had taken ti- 
tle to It had only moved on nnd forced 
other* off. This Is thei.way the bol- 
sheviks reasoned, and from this point 
of view they were consistent. From 
the world's point of view It was con- 
fiscation. It was dishonest. Many 
people believe that acquiring property 
Is frequently the result of industry 
and thrift; in some cases the title to 
property is based upon cunning, schem- 
ing nnd force. 
All of us Know that 


there are some who nre without any 
prhnte property because they pre- 
fer to squander their time, dissipate 
|helr energy and live shiftless ll\e.s. 
"""After all, it Is a matter of opinion, and 
from the point of view of the bolshe- 
\lks the order "Peasants, seize the 
land" may have been justified. 


But when the order was given, the 


peasants seized ft not for the com- 
munity but to own it privately. On 
this point there fan be no difference 
of opinion among honest, impartial, 
fair-minded men, and when the peas- 
ants seized the land to hold, use and 
own it as their private property they 
were guilty of taking title by the very 
means others had taken the land, and 
against vvhom they had complained 
and cried "Thief!" 


The Russian people have the power 


to think. 
They realize thnt they have 


acquire^ property by the very methods 
they have alwa\s condemned in oth- 
ers. 
Their natmnl selfishness may 


constrain them to keep this property. 
The sufferings they have gone through 
may mitigate the offense, but one ef- 
fect was Inevitable, and that effect 
the most serlous-that could happen to 
a people on the threshold of a free fu 
turo.

Munich according to a News Agency dispatch filed today. 
In- 


cluded in the plans of the conspirators was the seating of Gen- 
eva! von Lndendorff as Military Dictator of Bavaria and Doctor 
Heine as the Economic Chief. Heine is known as a radical 
Separatist. 


The Supreme Council will meet in London tomorrow to con- 


sider the situation brought about by the French occupation of 
German Rhine cities, including Ossenberg, Frankfurt, Darmstadt, 


iburg, Weisbadcn and other cities. At the confer- 
Ha0juui, 
ence the Council will attempt to reach some definite policy with 
regard to the action taken by Marshal Foch. It is believed that 
the attitude taken will be one of benevolent neutrality; In the 
meantMie the French are reported to be considering the extend- 
ing of thie occupation, to still more cities and more land. The 
people in the occupied territory viewed with indifference the oc- 
cupation of their country by a foreign power but in Berlin a 
violent protest has gone up. 


The Ebert government has announced that it will continue 


a strong campaign against the Ruhr district Communists despite 
the French demand that the Reichwehr be called out of neutral 
territory. The Reichwehr continues to make progress in driv- 
ing back the Communist army in the vicinity of Essen. 


WASHINGTON, April 7—Great Britain, Italy and the 


United States are negotiating with France in an effort to come 
to an understanding on1 the French invasion of neutral territory 
in the Ruhr district according to reliable information here today.

Cities are organized after the same 


plan as counties. .Local units being 
school districts, with The understand- 
ing that the plan of organization may 
be changed to meet local requirements. 


Public, private, parochial schools, 


colleges, normal schools, Rotary and 
Kiwanis Clubs, Chambers of Com- 
merce or any other organized society 
or association may lighten the labors 
of the local secretary of the sub-com- 
mittee by sending their answers to 
the Secretary of their own organiza- 
tion, who wilt send the number of 
satisfactory answers to the local sec- 
retary or the County Executive Secre- 
tary of the proper- county. 


The answers to each lesson will be 


published with the succeeding lesson.

The County and City Superintend- 


ents of Schools are asked to -have or- • 
ganlzed in each school in their respec- 
tive districts, a committee of alert and 
energetic pupils who will take from 
tlie teaching force the whole burden of 
organizing the schools, examining an- 
swers, and re'urning results to the 
local secretary of the sub-committee.

ployer to carry insurance and be rblc to s,how his policy before 
operating.

An examination of Russia, the pa- 


tient, just before the treatment was 
etartexl, reveals several findings which 
ore necessary to complete the history 
iind phjslcnl examination. 


Russia wns 78 per cent lllltoiate. 


This means that nearly four-fifths of 
the people in Russia could not read 
or write. It does not mean that they 
could not think. There Is as great a 
difference between Illiteracy and in- 
telligence aa there is between Illiteracy 
and Ignorance. I nave met many Rus- 
sian peasants who rould not rend or 
write, who had good native minds, 
genuine power of reasoning—home- 
spun thinkers. 
The head of Russia 


had not been trained, but it was not 
empty. 


There are many reasons for the Il- 


literacy of the great majority of Rus- 
e!op people. The autocratic state was 
the principal conspirator against the 
Russian people getting an education. 
The autocrats knew that Ignorance Is 
the greatest Insurance against up- 
risings, the greatest sedative to keep 
the slave from complaining. 
The 


Church 
In 
Russia, 
the 
Orthodox 


Church, was used to keep the light 
from the people. 
The czar was the 


"Little Father," the divine agent of 
God on earth, and the "Unholy Synod" 
of the Russian Church bowed, not be- 
fore the Christ, but bent low before 
the czar. 
They betrayed Christ, even 


as they betrayed the sons and daugh- 
ters of men, their own blood, the Rus- 
sian peasants and tollers. 


Religion Their Only Solace. 


Tho people of Russia held firmly 


to their faith In God. 
The rest and 


ease their faith gave them was the 
only comfort they had. In moments 
of intense religious communion they 
were lifted out of themselves and for 
seconds forgot their burdens. These 
seconds were long spaces of relief, 
green spots in the endless desert waste 
of life. 


How Christ must have wept when fcK 


witnessed the "Holy Synod," the 
monkish rascals, with their sacrilegious 
Icons, silencing the protests of souls, 
throttling the cry for freedom, by 
quoting 
In 
hi.s name 
thnt those 


who Buffered most here would be high- 
est In heaven. 
A blasphemy, a cor- 


ruption of the Lowly One, who used 
the word brotherhood to define equal- 
ity, 
and the fatherhood of God to ex- 


press the justice that man owed to 
man. 


It was agreed by and between the 


Holy Synod and the czars that the 
Russian worshipers of God must not 
know how to read or write his name. 
So It wns that the orthodox church 
of Russia used religion to Insult God 
and hold his creatures In bondage. It 
was the only great church in the 
world thnt did not provide praver 
books for its members. 
It was ar- 


gued that If the people had prayer 
book* they would learn to read, and 
if they read the Christ message on the 
Sabbath they might read other strange 
nnd dangerous books on Monday and 
Tuesday and the other dajs of the 
\\eek. 
They might misuse their abil- 


ity to read, and read things like the 
American Declaration of Independ- 
ence. 
The churches of the Byzantine 


painted the story of religion on the 
side of Its walls. They gave the peo- 
ple tin education by the picture book 
inelhod we use for children before 
they have reached the kindergarten 
age. 


Bolshevism Officially Launched.

This Is thei.way the bol- 
sheviks reasoned, and from this point 
of view they were consistent. From 
the world's point of view It was con- 
fiscation.

Many 
people believe that acquiring property 
Is frequently the result of industry 
and thrift; in some cases the title to 
property is based upon cunning, schem- 
ing nnd force.

"""After all, it Is a matter of opinion, and 
from the point of view of the bolshe- 
\lks the order "Peasants, seize the 
land" may have been justified. 


But when the order was given, the 


peasants seized ft not for the com- 
munity but to own it privately. On 
this point there fan be no difference 
of opinion among honest, impartial, 
fair-minded men, and when the peas- 
ants seized the land to hold, use and 
own it as their private property they 
were guilty of taking title by the very 
means others had taken the land, and 
against vvhom they had complained 
and cried "Thief!" 


The Russian people have the power 


to think.
